The petition will he presented 
to S. A, E. by Raymond W. Greene 
and J. Harold Hill, who go to rep¬ 
resent Phi Alpha at the annual con¬ 
vention of the S. A, E. Fraternity, 
v.hiJi will be held at St. Louis, Mls- 
juri, December 28, 2&, 30. 

Sigma Alpha Epsilon is one of the 
’argest national fraternities in the 
nited States and is especially strong 
n the South where it was founded 
at the University of Alabama in 1856. 


But S. A, E., in spite of the fact that 
it had its origin in the South, has 
but one chapter in the state of Flor¬ 
ida and this located in the northern 
portion at the University of Florida. 

The establishment at Rollins of 
a chapter of S. A. E. would be no 
small moment to the college and at 
the same time give the national a 
better distribution geographically In 
the South. The reputation which 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon bears the na¬ 
tion over is of such a character that 
the high ideals Rollins bears would 
be strengthened rather than weak-j 
oned, for this national is favorably 
} nown wherever it is located.

SCHOOLS AFTER DIS. WARD 
—MANY INVITATIONS TO ME 
COMMENCEMENT SPEAK Kilt 


In a recent communication receiv¬ 
ed hy President Ward of Rollins, It 
is interesting to note that the col¬ 
umns of the Sand spur had something 
to do with securing from the War 
Department, through the efforts of a 
Rollins alumnus. Major Morgan L. 
Brett, two 3.2 inch guns with car¬ 
riages and forty 12-pound cannon 
balls which will be placed in the 
parks of this town as relics of the 
recent war. Major Brett says, "The 
fact that Sandspur published a news 
Item placing upon me the responsi¬ 
bility for getting these cannons liter¬ 
ally spurred me to Immediate effort 
to get hold of the material so that 
Winter Park is getting this ordnance 
with undue promptness/ 1 
' In an official to the Mayor of 
Winter Park, Major Brett has turned 
over to the town the ordnance men¬ 
tioned above, the guns to come from 
Key West and the cannon balls to be 
shipped from the WatervJlet Arsenal, 
In New' York. 


A great many substitutes for the 
above amendments were proposed 
but all were tabled quickly. 


Stetson was refused admittance to 
the association because she plays 
academy men.

NATIONAL

S, A. E* In the form of a handsome 
and w t ell-written booklet, Mr. J. 
Harold Hill, who is one of Phi Al¬ 
pha’s representatives to the conven¬ 
tion, is also a member of Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon into which he was Initiated 
In 1918 while attending the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida, 

Phi Alpha is the oldest local fra¬ 
ternity on the campus at Rollins, It 
was founded in 190A at the Florida 
State College which was located at 
Tallahassee* It was first known as 
the Seminole Club and was organ¬ 
ized for the purpose of petitioning 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon. The petition 
was presented at the S. A, E, conven¬ 
tion in Memphis In 1904 which re¬ 
sulted in the club being placed on 
probation for a year and given the 
privilege of assuming the name “Phi 
Alpha,” a part of the S. A. E. em¬ 
blem. The club was forced to dis¬ 
band within the year because the 
college was abolished at that time. 
A number of the club's founders 
came to Rollins College where they 
reorganized Phi Alpha in 190 6, 
From that time on Phi Alpha has 
been one of the most progressive 
growing organizations on the cam¬ 
pus. 

At the beginning of this year the 
Phi Alpha Association was organized 
nm. incorporated for the purpose of 
erecting and controlling a fraternity 
house near the campus. The archi¬ 
tectural plane for the new building 
have been completed, the building 
site has been located, and the work 
of construction is to bo started in 
the near future. This together with 
;Iie fact that the Million Dollar En¬ 
dowment Campaign is appearing 
more and more successful and that 
the fraternity was originally organ¬ 
ized for the express purpose of pe¬ 
titioning S. A. E. for a charter are 
going to be big arguments in favor 
of the establishment of a chapter at 
Rollins.

Two-thirds of the members pres¬ 
ent must pass on any business before 
it becomes valid. 

There shall be at least three nom¬ 
inations for each office in the Asso¬ 
ciation, 

Vacancies occurring in any office 
during the year shall be filled by 
nominations from the association and 
elected by the council at the earliest 
opportunity* 

Not more than two members of 
any given student organization shall 
be nominated for any given office la 
the Athletic Association. 

Before any student's election to 
office becomes legal It must be ap¬ 
proved by the Faculty Committee on 
Scholarship. 

It was decided in the meeting to 
put these suggestions before the stu¬ 
dents at the next regular assembly 
day. In this way it will be certain 
that every association member is 
present and a discussion wilt be held 
in which any member may partici¬ 
pate. These proposed ad mend men t& 
should be studied beforehand in or* 
der that they can be properly dis¬ 
cussed, A vote will he taken on eat* 
separate one after the discussion k 
finished. 

Only by having a keen interest J 
shown in the various student organi¬ 
zations is It possible to have them 
reach a high degree of efficiency 
Everyone must show this interest at 
all times and not let it lag as has 
been the case of late. Brace up* be 
a booster, and the different organi¬ 
zations will prosper beyond expecta-
